THE WAR ON LABORSAVING 
CHINERY. 
Several days ago we made mention ofau 
important paper read before the Science 
Congress in Cincinnati in May, by Mr- 
Moody, of Boston. 
Moody undertook the 
task of proving that too many labor saving 
implements were displacing labor, aud that 
one ol the chief causes ot hard times was 
loo much machinery, whereby workingmen 
were thrown out ot employment. 
Con­ 
gressman Bure hard, of Illinois, recently 
made a speech In which he maintained that 
labor saving machinery was doiug much to 
cause a general depression in business, and 
lo create want among the laboring men. 
He asks, “if one tanner can, with the aid 
of labor-saving machinery, do the work of 
eight m en,are not the seven thrown out of 
employment? Tnerc are 5.000 less shoe­ 
makers employed in Massachusetts now 
than there were ten years ago, and yet the 
annual product of boots and shoes is about 
33 millions of dollars more than before." 
But this 
is not, as he suggests, a 
uniform 
result 
to 
be 
obtained 
in all other branches oi manufacturing 
The fact that because there is more labor 
saving machinery 
to-day 
than 
ten 
years ago, is no criterion that there J are 
more workingmen out of employment, or 
that wages are lower. 
There arc more 
men, women and children employed In 
manufacturing institutions than there were 
ten years ago. The increase is four-fold 
in 
Janesville, and 
the number 
now 
employed in the workshops in Chicago, is 
largely in excess ol that ten years ago. The 
fact is, it can be easily established, that the 
invention of machinery, and the constant 
increase in its capacity, have produced 
labor. 
With every new invention of any 
importance, factories are built, aud men 
put to work. 
Look, for instance, at the 
steam engine. Every man who reads or 
observes, knows that this one machine ha9 
giyeu employment to ten tunes rn ire men 
in steamers and on railroads, in factories 
and in mines, than it ever drove out ol em­ 
ployment. 
What could be done without the im­ 
proved farm machinery ? Supposing one 
farmer with his new mach I ac and one hand 
can do as much work in one day now 
as 
he 
formerly could 
with 
eight 
men, 
is 
that 
an 
argument 
that machinery is distressing farm labor ? 
Without this improved machinery what 
would the growing States of Iowa, Minne­ 
sota, Nebraska and Kansas do ? 
They 
could not be settled up as they are now be­ 
ing settled. The want of proper machin­ 
ery would virtually be a prohibition on 
immigration. 
Instead of the broad fields 
of waving gram which uow beautity and 
enrich those States, there would be the 
wild prairies impossible to be cultivated. 
But there is another question. The inven­ 
tion of new machinery has made other kinds 
of labor more valuable. '‘The proportion­ 
ate gain of labor in the selling price of 
clothing owing to the ii vention of the 
power-loom and the sewing machine,'* il­ 
lustrates the importance and the influence 
of labor saving machinery. It will be 
found, as a rule, that with the increase ct 
improved machinery, labor is benefitted ; 
and that the marvelous strides the United 
States have made during the past fifty 
years, is due almost entirely,to the wonder­ 
ful development of machinery. There Is 
such a harmony of interest existing be ­ 
tween the workshopand the farm, that the 
suocess of one insures the prosperity i f the 
other.

T he tim e is not m any generations distant, 
if w e m ay credit the theory o f m any ocu­ 
lists that near-sightedness 
is hereditary, 
w hen babies w ill be born w ith epcetacles 
astride their innocent coses, only to be cast 
aside in the decline of 
life, w hen our 
grand parents w ere w ont to begin w earing 
them . 
{Some interesting facts concerning 
the cause and prevalence of m yopia w ere 
lately g iven in a paper read by Dr. E d ­ 
ward G. Loring before the C ounty M edical 
Society o f N ew 
York 
O f 2,DOO pupils 
carefully exam ined in the N ew 
York 
schools, 13 p er cen t w ere found, atG and 
7 years of age, to have defective vision, 
w hile the proportion at 20 and 21 years had 
increased to Dearly 40 per cent. 
T he Gar­ 
ni ans are particularly noted as a nation of 
spectacle w e a te n , and no less than 62 per 
cent, o f the Ucrm au children w ho pass 
through the public schools have their eyes 
tfleeted by the process. 
In A m erica far. 
Loring thinks the percentage of m yopic 
variation up to the tim e o f puberty is 
greater even than in G erm any. 
A nd this 
alarm ing increase of weak eyesigh t is large­ 
ly ow ing to our com pulsory educational 
system . 
T he eyes are particularly sus­ 
ceptible 
to injury 
in the 
period 
o f 
rapid 
developm ent 
betw een 
the tenth 
and fifteenth years, w hen children are first 
undergoing the stress of earnest study at 
school. Later on, if m yopia has not already 
set in, the eyes becom e m ore hardened, so 
to speak, ank capable o f severer u*c.

overcom e this national tendency to near­ 
sightedness, it is suggested that school c h il­ 
dren 
shall have the 
burden (o f study 
lightened during their m ore plastic years, 
repairing w hat m ay be thus lost by severer 
application after the beginning ot th e six ­ 
teenth year- It is observed that the E nglish 
adhere more closely to this plan than other 
nations, aud that consequently as a people 
they are com paratively free from the spec­ 
tacle plague.
